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Mankind  will  not  condemn  the  rehole,  by  Rea'

As  to  the  Defign  of  this  Poem,  it  is  evident 
enough,  being  not  only  to  Ihow  the  Folly  and 
-  Vanity  of  Confultation  by  a  Multitude  —

But  alfo  to  represent  to  the  World,  th&deplo- 
ruble  State  the  Practice  ofPhyfich  vow  lies  ttvder 
for  want  of  Good  Laws  tofupportand  defend 
its  Profeflors.  Amongft  all  the  enormous  Crimes 
and  Faults  objefted  againft  the  King  of  France, 
his  Enemies  never  could  upbraid  him  that  he 
permitted  Mechanicks  to  encroach  on  the  Liber¬ 
ties  of  Men  of  Learning  and  ingenuous  Edu¬ 
cation  ^  but  on  the  contrary,  wherever  he  found 
fuch  Men,  he  protected  them  by  his  Edifts,  and 

fuftaiifd' 
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fuftaiu  d  them  by  his  Power,  and  by  a  kind  of 
univerfai  Influence  took  particular  care  that 
Men  of  Learning  {hould  never  want  advanta¬ 
geous  Privileges  and  Encouragements  3  is  does 
at  this  Day  rnoft  evidently  appear  in  aggran¬ 
dizing  the  Noble  Faculty  of  Phyfick,  and  buf¬ 
fering  no  Quacks  or  others  mechanically  Bred 
to  invade  the  Rights,  or  Dignity  of  the  Pro- 
fefiion.  But  amongft  us,  to  our  (hame  be  it 
fpoken,  every  one  that  has  but  a  Phyfical.  Re¬ 
ceipt  or  two  is  permitted  to  make  what  Affaults 
he  can  upon  the  Life  of  Man  (for  Practice  of 
Phyfick  without  true  Learning  and  found  Judg¬ 
ment  to  fupport  it,  I  can  call  no  better)  with¬ 
out  the  leaft  fear  of  being  puniftfd  for  an 
Homicide,  in  cafe  the  Patient  Dies.  A®  in¬ 
deed,  in  fuch  a  Nation  as  ours,  where  fcarce 
any  fingle  Grievance  is  found,  but  immediate¬ 
ly  a  Law  is  made  to  redrefs  it  t  ’tis  very  fur- 
prizing  that  fo  noble  a  Profeffion  {hould 
want  its  Bulwarks  and  Defence,  efpecially  fee¬ 
ing  Life,  the  moft  valuable  thing  in  the  World, 
and  for  the  lol's  of  which  fcarce  ever  fuffici- 
ent  Compenfation  can  be  made,  is  the  fubject 
of  their  Care  and  Study.  In  Matters  of  leffer 
moment  and  concern  than  our  Lives ,  I  mean 
our  Worldly  Eftates,  we  are  diligent  and  af- 
fiducus  to  buffer  no  Encroachments  to  be  made, 
and  if  it  be  but  a  thing  of  trivial  Weight, 
that  our  Neighbour  perhaps  has  unjuftly  claim’d 

a  2  and 
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ticefhip  to  a  Profeffor  of  Phyfick,  at  leaft,  that 
they  may  not  range  fo  uncontroufd  as  they 
do,  before  they  are  approv'd  to  be  fitly  quali- 
fy’d  for  Praftice:  This  would  alfo  retrench 
a  little  our  Scotch  Colonies  from  planting  them- 
felves  in  this  great  City  ,  and  efpecially  the 
Northern  Parts  of  England  in  a  mod  plentiful 
manner,  who  generally  ftudy  Phyfick  out  of  a 
bravado  of  Gentility,  to  fhow  the  World  that 
they  are  not  quite  fhipid  enough  for  the  worthy 
Employment  of  cl  jClrk-E  re  etcher  ,  therefore  will 
Study  Phyfick  for  Accompljfhment ,  and  matter 
not  how  little  time  they  thus  employ  their 
Studies  $  for  as  loon  as  they  have  liv'd  one  half 
Year  in  England ,  and  as  much  perhaps  at  Ley¬ 
den  they  are  per  fed  and  compleat  Phyficians. 
Thus  Teaming  runs  into*  irregular  Channels, 
and  the  Incouragement  it  ought  to  have,  and 
the  Support  it  might  have  from  good  Laws 
is  quite  loft,  and  by  thefe  means  brought  into 
Contempt  and  Scorn. 

As  to  the  Character  of  Phyficians  here  men¬ 
tion'd,  they  are  fuch  as  I  have  obferv  d  both 
in  Town  and  Country,  efpecially  in  the  North 
of  England, to  be  very  applicable  to  feveral  of  the 
Members  of  that  worthy  Faculty,  but  as  they 
are  given  in  general ,  fo  I  hope  they  wili  re¬ 
main,  and  no  Man  will  claim  one  here  parti¬ 
cularly  to  himfelf,  or  Efteem  it*  a  Refleftion, 
feeing  it  is  from  Guilt,  only  that  any  general 
•  ‘  *  1  T  Head 
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Head  becomes  a  particular  Reflexion,  as  the 
confcioufnefs  of  a  Sinner  misinterprets  often 
the  Sentences  of  a  Preacher  as  preculiar  to  him- 
felf.  If  what  I  have  faid  relating  to  the  Noify 
pretender  to  Phyfick,  or  to  the  Gentlcman-Phy- 
fician,  who  loves  his  Sports  equal  to  his  Pro- 
feflion :  To  the  regular  Phyfician,  who  makes 
the  Practice  and  Study  of  Phyfick  his  foie  pe¬ 
culiar  Province  ,  or  to  the  Scotch ,  or  Leyden 
Brood ;  I  lay,  iif  what  I  have  faid  to  either 
of  thde  may  give  occafion  that  they  may  a- 
mend  in  themfelves,  whatever  may  feem  to 
degenerate  from  the  Dignity  and  Honour  of 
rheir  Profefnon,  or  incite  the  Nation  to  en¬ 
courage  that  Noble  Faculty  by  fencing  them 
with  Power,  and  Laws  tomftrain  the  Exorb” 
rant  Piaccices  of  unqualified  and  ignorant  Pre¬ 
tenders  to  Phyfick  5  I  (hall  have  more  than  fuf- 
ficient  Compenfation  for  my  Labours,  and  En¬ 
deavours  to  a  Reformation. 

I  (hall  only  add  .a  Word  or  two  and  then 
i  conclude,  which*.- is  to  Gbviate  that  common 
i  Objection  from  the  greatnefs  of  the  Phyiici- 
\ans  Fees ,  feeming  to  infer  a  neceffity  to  em-

Mian  Phyficians  will,  or  in  Honour  can  do. 

o  which  I  Aiifwer,  Tnat  if  the  Apothecary 
manage  the  Patient,  ’tis  odds  but  that  he  gets 
double'  the  Advantage  by  pouring  in  Medicines 
on  hmi  more  tllin  would  have  paid  the  Phy¬ 
fician, 
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fician,  and  the  neceffary  Medicines  too.  if 
the  Quack  manage,  he  is  an  unpardonable  grr 
per  generally,  and  grinds  the  Face  of  the  poor 
for  Medicines  that  coft  little,  and  are  worth 
nothing.  As  to  the  Country  Practitioner  ,  it 
mud  be  a  gpod  Patient  indeed,  that  Rewards 
the  Phyfician  with  above  2  s.  6  d.  per  Vi  fit 
now-a-days,  that  is,  among  fuch  Men,  the 
meannefs  of  whofe  Fortune  and  Circumftances 
may  prompt  them  to  complain,  tho’  others 
again  Reward  their  Phyfician  generoufiy  e- 
nongh’,  where  they  have  a  plentiful  Eftate. 
Where  then  is  the  juft  ground  of  Compliment  ? 
If  a  Man  of  a  narrow  Fortune  expects  a  Ra--J7\ 
or  a  Mil — ton ,  where  a  Pe — ey,  or  a  Gr—lt 
would  ferve,  the  Fault  of  his  extravagance  cen¬ 
ters  in  hknfelf,for  for  the  beft  Wares  he  mu  ft:
